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"NOT GUILTY": A SOLDIER'S POPULAR ACQUITTAL AT NORTHAMPTON. 


Extraordinary scenes were witnessed at the close of the trial, which ended in an aequittal, at Northampton last week, of Samuel Steele, a young private in the 
7th Hussars, stationed at Weedon, who was charged with the murder of Arthur Warren Hodges. Steele and another soldier were ' walking out" with two young 
women in а field, when Hodges was detected watching them. Steele immediately gave chase, caught Hodges, and a struggle ensued. In the course of the fight 
Steele*drew his knife, and Hodges received a severe wound in the thigh, and bléd to death in a few minutés. The widest sympathy was expressed for the 
young soTd@ier throughout the district. A defence fund was opened at the Weedon Barracks, to which every officer and private in the regiment contributed. The 
trial lasted over seven hours, and in the eourse of the evidence it was shown that Hodges was in the habit of blackmailing young couples in the fields At the 
conclusion of the trial the jury decided that Steele was not guilty, the opinion being expressed that the affair was an accident. The verdict war received with 
loud cheering in court. which was immediately taken up by a crowd outside. Stedle was at once released.. Men and.women surged round him, cheering excitedly 
and waving their handkerchiets, and, oblivious of the crowd, he and his sweetheart embraced in Court.

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Terrible Tram Tragedy. 


An electric tramcar which ran 
amok in the Archway Road, at .High- 
gate, on Saturday afternoon caused 
one of the most remarkable street 
disasters in the history of London. 

The brakes refused to act, and the 
car, which was filled with people, 
plunged at terrific speed down the 
steep hill, leaving death and destruc- | 
tion in its wake, and finally ending | 
3ts mad journey at the junction of 
Highgate Hill and Archway Road, 
half a mile below. The result of this 
half-mile journey may be summed up | 
as follows : 

Three people killed. 
Twenty-one injured, | 
Hearse demolished. 
Vanguard omnibus wrecked. 
Van wrecked. | 
Two shop fronts wrecked. 
Another tramcar damaged. 
Two electric lamp standards de

The Vanguard omnibus, also filled

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Exhibiting Potatoes. 


The vogue of the show potag has 
lasted these twenty-five or thirty 
years. About two years ago it 
reached its height, when the potato 
maniacs were glad to pay for two or 
three fancy sorts as much as a guinea 
per tuber. Still is there honour in 
winning prizes at the shows for 
potatoes. Of course, the crop re- 
quires special management. Here is 
one of the fakes. Before the earth- 
ing or ridging begins—that is to say, 
just about now—one must, if one 
wishes to grow all the tubers to show 
size, thin out the stems. Go and 
take a look at a growing crop of 
potatoes, and note carefully how many 
plants there are with only one stem. 
Very few! Now, if you do not cane 
to put the tip which is being offered 
in this note to use, at least take the 
trouble to prove that it is all I claini 
for it—viz., a good one. Get sticks, 
and stick one in at each of those 
single-stem potato plants to mark 
them, and take care to fork these out 
by themselves when you dig the 
crop. You will find then that these 
tubers are all large, and that there 
are no chats. You tumble to it now, 
eh? Yes; those seed tubers pushed 
only one eye. Perhaps they had 
been cut to single eyes at planting 
time. I would not do that for show 
potatoes. Cutting the tubers is all 
right enough for an ordinary crop. 
But the show crop is to be an extra- 
ordinary one—five or six tubers of 
over $lb. each at every root. You do

Natural Instincts.

intimate What, then, shall we term 
it if not instinct? What can we call | 
it but intellect? A five-months-old 
fowl in our yard dropped dead sud 

denly last March. Up to five minutes 
before it was in the pride of life. 
Intelligence killed it. It was striv- | 
ing with sex. Its functions organic | 
were both male and female. In} 
striving to realise the one or the 
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other—most probably the former—its 
heart burst. When we made the 
post-mortem upon it we found the 
heart empty and the cavity around it 
full of biood. We found it perfect 
sexually both as male and as female. | 
This was decidedly not a case of the | 
survival of the fittest. Neither was 
it impossible to account for. In- 
breeding had much to do with it. I 
state this case to show that there is 
an order of high intelligence in 
birds. And if in birds, why not in 
animals? I mentioned . ducklings | 
that are half goose.

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THE EDITOR TO HIS FRIENDS. 


Last Tuesday was the eighty- 
second birthday of that Yes y old 
magician of modern ‘science, Lord 
Kelvin, who has probably done more 
for the advancement of ls age than 
any other man, living or dead. He 
is one of the few scientific men who 
have made science pay. His deep-sea 
lead is in almost tmiversal use on 
ocean-going steamships, and his com- 
pass has been adopted by the Ad- 
miralty and the leading mercantile 
lines, From these and his other іп: 
ventions he has derived very con- 
siderable wealth. 

— 

Lord Kelvin was the first man of 
science to be elevated, as such, to 
the peerage in this country. Pro- 
bably there are very few men whom 
all nations Fave delighted to honour 
io the same extent as they have 
honoured- Lord Kelvin. From the 
Queen he has the Grand Cross of 


Germany ihe Order Pour le Mérite. 


He also-;possesses the Order of Leo- 
pold of Belgium and the Order of 
the Rose of Brazil. Of all these, 


however, the German Order Pour le 
Mérite is probably the most distin- 
guished, for it is rarely given. There 
are not six mem in this country who 
have received it. 


Long before he became Lord 
Kelvin of. Largs, and even before 
he was Sir William Thomson, he had 
made his name as one of the three 
foremost scientists of the age, and 
few, if any, of his great contempora- 
ries had exhibited such a vast variety 
of attainments or successfully pur- 
sued their researches in such devious 
directions. In the realm of pure 
mathematics his discoveries and de- 
ductions have been of so abstract 
and subtle a character as only to be 


comprehensible by the first mathe- 
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indicating commercial ingenuity of 
the most alert and practical kind. 


It was almost an incidental thing in. 


his career that he made submarine 
telegraphy practicable. 

With all his honours, Lord Kelvin 
remains peculiarly modest. “What 
is that stuff you are using? " he once 
asked a man in contro] of; an electric 
dynamo. -*I'm blest if I know," 
said the man. “And I'm blest if 
I do, either," replied Lord Kelvin.
